Of this Treaty , a Writer of the Bock intituled Dos informationes a Carolo V. 
a los Principes de Alemaigne, reports that the Emperor Charles the fifth and 
Francis the firſt, having combined to deftroy the Proteſtants, and the Pope offilt- 
ing them with hi; Church cenſures 3 the preceedings ſtayed, by new occaſions of 
quarrel ; which fill out between the Princes not long after a peace be*ng concluded 
and ratified, amongſt cther Articles it was agreed, that they ſhould jointly Cas for- 
merly ) proſecute War againſt the Proteſtants to their final extirpatiinz and to aid 
them in their enterpriſes, the Pope was ready to denounce a Croyſade againſt them, 
as againſt Tafidels, but God was not pleaſed their deſign ſpould go on, for the Turk, 
unexpettedly invaded Auftria, and Charlcs the Emperor was enforecd to crave the 
Proteſtants aid in the common defence. 

Nut unlike a Houſe caſual.y ſet on fire, wherein the Maſter and Fainily are at 
variance, they forget their contention and unanimouſly endeavour the quencbing ef 
the flames 3, ſo did the Prote(tants in 1hat general cauſe of danger , give their beft 
belp in that War:
